Election official: Venezuela 
faces 'undemocratic' vote 


CARACAS (AFP) - Venezuela 
has a transparent voting system 
but the election to replace late 
leader Hugo Chavez will be 
"deeply undemocratic" be¬ 
cause the government candi¬ 
date has an unfair advantage 
over the opposition, a member 
of the electoral body said. 

Vicente Diaz, known as the 
dissenting voice on the five- 
member National Electoral 
Council (CNE), told AFP that 
it was impossible for opposi¬ 
tion candidate Henrique 
Capriles to have as much 
media visibility as Chavez’s 
chosen successor, acting Pres¬ 
ident Nicolas Maduro. 

"If we look at the national 
electoral eco-system, we stand 
before a deeply undemocratic 
election because the basic prin¬ 
ciple is that the candidates par¬ 
ticipate in equal conditions, 
and this is not the case," Diaz 
said. 

Speaking on Tuesday, the 
day the campaign for the April 
14 election formally kicked 
off, Diaz pulled out a local 
newspaper and showed a page 
with a Capriles campaign ad 
and another one for Maduro fi¬ 
nanced by the ruling PSUV so¬ 
cialist party. 


The daily, however, con¬ 
tained eight more pages of 
Maduro ads paid for by the 
government. 

"This shows the govern¬ 
ment’s overwhelming advan¬ 
tage in the campaign, without 
a doubt. And the CNE is en¬ 
couraging this situation. If 
Maduro wins, he will do it in 
the context of an unfair and un¬ 
even election," he said. 

The five "rectors" of the 
CNE, whose president is 
Tibisay Lucena, are responsi¬ 
ble for ensuring the good func¬ 
tioning of the campaign, the 
voting and the counting of 
votes. 

Diaz is the only member of 
the council to have frequently 
denounced the alleged abuses 
committed by the government 
in elections. He lodged 16 
complaints against Chavez in 
past campaigns, but they went 
nowhere. 

"Ideally, the CNE would be 
the symbol of this diverse 
country," he said. 

Despite his criticism of the 
campaign, Diaz said the elec¬ 
tronic voting system was with¬ 
out reproach, with ballots cast 
in secret and counted cor¬ 
rectly.

The following morning, at 10, 
her abdication ceremony will 
begin in Amsterdam’s Royal 
Palace. Infront of dignitaries, 
members of parliament and her 
family, Beatrix will give a 
short address before the Direc¬ 
tor of the Queen’s Office reads 
aloud the instruction of abdica¬ 
tion, which the Queen will as¬ 
sent to with her signature. 

At 10.30, His Majesty King 
Willem-Alexander and Her 
Majesty Queen Maxima will 
appear with Beatrix, now Her 
Royal Highness Princess Beat¬ 
rix, on the balcony of the 


palace to greet their people. 
Beatrix and Willem-Alexander 
will both give a short address 
which will be followed by the 
national anthem. The new 
Princess of Orange, Amalia, 
and her sister Princess Alexia 
and Princess Ariane will then 
join their parents and their 
grandmother on the balcony. 

The royals will retire inside 
the Palace until 13.50, when 
Princess Beatrix and other 
members of the family process 
to the Nieuwe Kerk for the of¬ 
ficial inauguration — the 
Dutch specifically use the term 


’inauguration' rather than the 
more common 'coronation'. At 
14.00, the King and the main 
cortege will make their way to 
the 15th-century church. 

The ceremony will take 
place from 14.00 until 15.30, 
during which the new king will 
deliver an address and be 
sworn in. The party will then 
return to the Royal Palace, 
where a reception will be held 
for royal and foreign guests 
and other dignitaries, held 
from 16.30 until 18.00. 

At 19.30, Willem-Alexan¬ 
der and Queen Maxima will be 


treated to a performance of 
The Song for the King, an an¬ 
them written specially for the 
occasion, before the couple 
take part in a water pageant 
with their three daughters. 
They will sail from the EYE 
Film Institute, past the Oever 
Park and the Kop van Java. At 
several points along the route, 
they will be treated to a festive 
displays, including a 'mini sail'. 
The celebrations will conclude 
with a gathering hosted by the 
Prime Minister on behalf of the 
Council of Ministers for the

US posts $5 mn reward for Ugandan 
warlord Kony 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
United States yesterday of¬ 
fered $5 million for the capture 
of Lord's Resistance Army 
chief Joseph Kony, one of the 
world's most wanted men, and 
posted rewards for three other 
rebel leaders evading trial for 
war crimes. 

The announcement came 
just as Uganda and Washing¬ 
ton said they had been forced 
to suspend their two-year hunt 
for Kony in the jungles of the 
Central African Republic, after 
rebels seized power in Bangui. 

The LRA, a Ugandan rebel 
group, has waged a brutal in¬ 
surgency, accused of mutila¬ 
tions and child abductions for 
two decades across four coun¬ 
tries. 

Kony — a self-proclaimed 
prophet who claims his rebels 
are fighting to establish a go¬ 
vernment based on the Biblical 
Ten Commandments — and 
other LRA leaders face charges 


of war crimes and crimes 
against humanity at the Inter¬ 
national Criminal Court. 

Kony's name was added to 
the State Department's war 
crimes rewards program along 
with fellow LRA members 
Okot Odhiambo and Dominic 
Ongwen, and Sylvestre Mu- 
dacumura from the Demo¬ 
cratic Forces for the Liberation 
of Rwanda (FDLR), in the 
hopes that the men would be 
brought to justice. 

The LRA "for almost 20 
years has tormented and terror¬ 
ized children across Uganda, 
the DRC, the Central African 
Republic and South Sudan. It 
has to stop," US Secretary of 
State John Kerry said. 

But he admitted Kony and 
his cronies would "not be easy 
to find." 

"The LRA is broken down 
into small bands of rebels, 
scattered throughout dense 
jungle, hidden by dense 


canopy, controlling territory 
through tactics of fear and in¬ 
timidation," he said in a col¬ 
umn in the online Huffmgton 
Post. 

The LRA was "one of the 
world's most brutal armed 
groups," Ambassador for Glo¬ 
bal Criminal Justice Stephen 
Rapp told reporters, unveiling 
the rewards. 

"We act today so that there 
can be justice for the innocent 
men, women and children, 
who've been subjected to mass 
murder, amputation, enslave¬ 
ment and other atrocities," he 
said. 

"Accountability is a key pil¬ 
lar of the United States atrocity 
prevention initiative." 

The United Nations says 
about 450,000 people have 
been displaced by LRA attacks 
in the Democratic Republic of 
Congo, Central African Re¬ 
public, Uganda and South 
Sudan.

N. Korea approves nuclear 
strike on United States 


SEOUL (AFP) - North Korea 
dramatically escalated its war¬ 
like rhetoric yesterday, war¬ 
ning that it had authorised 
plans for nuclear strikes on tar¬ 
gets in the United States. 

"The moment of explosion 
is approaching fast," the North 
Korean military said, warning 
that war could break out 
"today or tomorrow." 

Pyongyang's latest pro¬ 
nouncement came as Washing¬ 
ton scrambled to reinforce its 
Pacific missile defences, pre¬ 
paring to send ground-based 
interceptors to Guam and dis¬ 
patching two Aegis class de¬ 
stroyers to the region. 

Tension was also high on 
the North's heavily-fortified 
border with South Korea, after 
Kim Jong-Un's isolated regime 
barred South Koreans from en¬ 
tering a Seoul-funded joint in¬ 
dustrial park on its side of the 
frontier. 


In a statement published by 
the state KCNA news agency, 
the Korean People's Army ge¬ 
neral staff warned Washington 
that US threats would be 
"smashed by... cutting-edge 
smaller, lighter and diversified 
nuclear strike means". 

Last month, North Korea 
threatened a "pre-emptive" nu¬ 
clear strike against the United 
States, and last week its su¬ 
preme army command ordered 
strategic rocket units to combat 
status. 

But, while Pyongyang has 
successfully carried out test 
nuclear detonations, most ex¬ 
perts think it is not yet capable 
of mounting a device on a bal¬ 
listic missile capable of strik¬ 
ing US bases or territory. 

Mounting tension in the re¬ 
gion could however trigger in¬ 
cidents on the tense and 
heavily-militarised border be¬ 
tween North and South Korea. 


Officials: Record floods in 
Argentina kill 54 


LA PLATA (AFP) - Massive 
flooding killed 54 people in 
and around Buenos Aires, Ar¬ 
gentine officials said yester¬ 
day, with most of the victims 
being found after a second day 
of record rainfall hit the area. 

At least 46 people died as 
flood waters hit the nearby city 
of La Plata about 60 kilometers 
(40 miles) south of Buenos 
Aires, following historic rains 
that swept through the streets, 
submerging cars as people 
cowered on rooftops. 

"The bodies began to ap¬ 
pear as the water subsided," 
said Governor Daniel Scioli, as 
officials confirmed the death 
toll. 

The fatalities in La Plata, 
administrative center of the 
province where Buenos Aires 
is located, followed at least 
eight others in Argentina's ca¬ 
pital on Tuesday, when a storm 
knocked out power lines and 
downed trees. 

President Christina Kirch- 
ner made a surprise visit to the 
region yesterday, surveying the 


devastation by helicopter. 

A record 40 centimeters (16 
inches) of rain fell on La Plata 
in a two-hour period late Tues¬ 
day into yesterday, officials 
said, knocking out phone lines 
and leaving about half the city 
in the dark. In Buenos Aires, 
more than 15 centimeters (six 
inches) of rain — an April 
record — fell between late 
Monday and early Tuesday, the 
weather service said. 

Flood waters reached two 
meters (six feet) in some 
places, turning roadways in La 
Plata — a city of 900,000 in¬ 
habitants — into a raging river. 

In nearby Tolosa, mean¬ 
while, 50 automobiles were 
rendered immobile after high 
water encircled part of the 
town, cutting off roads and 
preventing authorities from 
rescuing stranded motorists 
and passengers. Authorities 
said around 2,500 people are 
still unable to return home as 
they wait for flood waters to 
subside, and have taken refuge 
in emergency shelters.

Korea blocks access to key 
industrial zone 


HERAT (AFP) - Taliban mil¬ 
itants stormed an Afghan 
court on Wednesday, killing 
at least 44 people in a bid to 
free insurgents standing trial, 
officials said, in the deadliest 
attack for more than a year. 

It was not immediately 
clear whether the accused 
men had escaped the court 
complex in the western town 
of Farah, although a hospital 
doctor said one prisoner was 
among those being treated for 
injuries. 

The multiple bomb and 
gun assault will raise further 
questions about the Afghans' 
ability to secure the country 
as NATO winds down its 
combat mission in the war- 
torn country by the end of 
next year. 

The death toll was the 
highest in Afghanistan from a 
single attack since a Shiite 
Muslim shrine was bombed 
in Kabul in December 2011, 
killing 80 people. 

"In total, 34 civilians and 
12 (Afghan) security forces 
have been killed in the attack. 
We have also discovered the 
bodies of eight attackers, 
more than 100 people have 
also been injured." 

The governor added a

THE HAGUE (AFP) - The 
southern Dutch city of Eind¬ 
hoven has come up with a pro¬ 
posal it believes will curb the 
illegal supply of cannabis to the 
city's so-called coffee shops:

The latest North Korean 
move fitted into a cycle of es¬ 
calating tensions that has seen 
Pyongyang threaten missile 
and nuclear strikes against the 
United States and its ally

US Defense Secretary 
Chuck Hagel said Wednesday 
that the North's threats and re¬ 
cent actions represent a "real 
and clear danger" to the 
United States as well as its al¬ 
lies South Korea and Japan. 

China, the North's sole 
major ally, appealed for 
"calm" from all sides, repeat¬ 
ing Beijing's oft-declared po¬ 
sition. 

"Under the current circum¬ 
stances China believes that all 
parties should exercise calm 
and restraint," foreign ministry 
spokesman Hong Eei said. 

Russia's Deputy Foreign 
Minister Igor Morgulov said 
he was "worried" by the situa¬ 
tion, saying even a simple 
human error could cause the 
crisis to spiral out of control. 

Describing the Kaesong 
ban as "very regrettable", 
South Korea's Unification 
Ministry urged the North to 
normalise access "immedi¬ 
ately".

China reports another death from 
H7N9 bird flu 


SHANGHAI (AFP)-A man 
in the Chinese province of 
Zhejiang has died of the H7N9 
strain of bird flu, state media 
said Wednesday, bringing the 
country's total number of cases 
to nine and the total deaths at¬ 


tributed to the virus to three 
since the first human cases. 

Chinese authorities are try¬ 
ing to determine how exactly 
the new variety of bird flu in¬ 
fected people, but say there is 
no evidence yet of human-to- 


human transmission. 

China is considered one of 
the countries at greater risk 
from bird flu because it is one 
of the world's biggest poultry 
producers and many chickens 
in rural areas are kept close to 
humans.

WHO urges more effort to 
beat high blood pressure 


GENEVA (AFP) - Individuals 
and governments need to step 
up their efforts to battle high 
blood pressure, which is esti¬ 
mated to affect more than one 
in three adults aged over 25, 
the World Health Organisation 
said. 

Around a billion people 
around the globe suffer from 
the condition, also known as 
hypertension, the United Na¬ 
tions health agency said. 

The condition is one of the 
most important contributors to 
heart disease and stroke, which 
together make up the world's 
number one cause of prema¬ 
ture death and disability. 

Researchers estimate that 
high blood pressure con¬ 
tributes to nearly 9.4 million 
deaths from cardiovascular 
disease each year, the WHO 
said. 

It also increases the risk of 
conditions such as kidney fail¬ 
ure and blindness. 


Detecting high blood pres¬ 
sure is the first step in prevent¬ 
ing and controlling it, the 
agency underlined. 

People can cut the risks by 
consuming less salt, eating a 
balanced diet, engaging in reg¬ 
ular physical activity, avoiding 
tobacco use and cutting down 
on drinking, it said. 

According to WHO data, the 
prevalence of hypertension is 
highest in Africa, where it af¬ 
fects 46 percent of adults, 
while the lowest prevalence is 
in the Americas, where 35 per¬ 
cent have it. 

High-income countries 
overall have a lower preva¬ 
lence of hypertension, 35 per¬ 
cent of adults, than their low- 
and middle-income counter¬ 
parts, where 40 percent are af¬ 
fected. 

That difference is thanks to 
targeted health policies and 
better access to care, the WHO 
said.

Canadian scientists 


Brain stimulation may treat 
cocaine addiction: study 


charged with smuggling 
germs 


OTTAWA (AFP) - Canadian 
federal police on Wednesday 
charged two former govern¬ 
ment scientists with allegedly 
trafficking in dangerous and 
highly contagious germs. 

Klaus Nielsen and Wei Ling 
Yu, former researchers at the 
Canadian Food Inspection 
Agency (CFIA), are accused 
of attempting to export harm¬ 
ful pathogens that could infect 
humans and livestock to 
China. 

Nielsen was apprehended 
as he was heading to the Ot¬ 
tawa airport last October with 
17 vials of live brucella bacte¬ 
ria, which can cause infections 
of bovine reproductive organs, 
joints and mammary glands, as 
well as infertility. 

It mostly affects cattle, deer 
and horses, but can also be 
passed on to humans and 
cause flu-like symptoms. 
There is no vaccine and the 
only way to control its spread 


is to cull animals suspected of 
being infected. 

Nielsen was reportedly 
praised in 2006 for helping to 
develop a quick test for detect¬ 
ing brucellosis in cattle. 

The Royal Canadian 
Mounted Police said he and Yu 
were allegedly making ’’un¬ 
lawful efforts to commercial¬ 
ize (the) intellectual property 
belonging to the CFIA and a 
private commercial partner." 

US company Diachemix 
currently manufactures and li¬ 
censes the test. 

Nielsen is to appear in an 
Ottawa court on April 17 to 
face charges of breach of trust, 
failing to obtain an export per¬ 
mit, transporting dangerous 
goods, and violations under 
Canada’s Human Pathogens 
and Toxins Act. 

A warrant has been issued 
for Yu's arrest but she is be¬ 
lieved to have already fled the 
country. 


Total of 66 Tibet landslide 
bodies recovered: media 



BEIJING (AFP) - Chinese 
rescue crews have recovered 
a total of 66 bodies in the af¬ 
termath of a huge landslide in 
Tibet that buried more than 
80 mine workers, state media 
said Wednesday. 

A total of 83 people were 
buried on Friday when a vast 
volume of rock crashed down 
a mountainside east of the Ti¬ 
betan capital Lhasa, burying 
a mineworkers’ camp. 

The latest number of re¬ 
covered bodies, reported by 
China's official news agency 
Xinhua, would mean that 17 
were still missing. 

Rescue operations re¬ 
sumed Tuesday morning after 


being suspended a day before 
due to fears of more land¬ 
slides in the area. 

The chances of finding 
any survivors are regarded as 
slim, state media has re¬ 
ported. Experts from the 
ministry of land and re¬ 
sources were investigating 
the cause of the landslide. 

Mountainous regions of 
Tibet are prone to such disas¬ 
ters, which can be exacer¬ 
bated by heavy mining 
activity. 

In recent years China has 
discovered huge mineral re¬ 
sources in Tibet, including 
tens of millions of tonnes of 
copper, lead and zinc, and 
billions of tonnes of iron ore. 



PARIS (AFP) - Studies in rats 
have shown that stimulating a 
sleepy brain region in cocaine 
addicts can diminish craving 
for the drug, a technique that 
should also work in humans, 
scientists said Wednesday. 

A team in the United States 
trained rats to "self-adminis- 
ter"cocaine by pressing two 
levers. 

After several weeks of 
training, the rats were given a 
mild foot shock whenever 
self-administering, causing 70 
percent of them to give up the 
drug, the researchers wrote in 
the journal Nature. 

But a "compulsive" minor¬ 
ity kept coming back, just like 
human addicts. 

The team measured brain 
activity in the prelimbic cor¬ 
tex, a part of the prefrontal 
cortex involved in impulse 
control, in both sets of rats. 

They found that the activity 
was decreased in both groups, 
but markedly more so in the 
compulsive group. 

When the researchers 
"turned on" the inactive neu¬ 
rons using optogenetic stimu¬ 
lation, the compulsive 
cocaine-seeking behaviour 
stopped, author Antonello 


Bonci of the National Institute 
on Drug Abuse in Maryland 
told AFP. 

Conversely, they could also 
turn the non-compulsive rats 
into coke fiends by inhibiting 
the neurons. 

"This new research ... 
shows that stimulation to that 
part of the brain decreases ad¬ 
dictive behaviours such as co¬ 
caine seeking," Bonci said by 
email. 

He said the findings held 
promise for humans, noting 
previous studies that have 
shown reduced activity in the 
prefrontal cortex of cocaine 
users. 

In humans, however, a non- 
invasive type of stimulation 
would be used such as tran- 
scranial magnetic stimulation 
(TMS), in which magnetic 
pulses stimulate a small area 
on the surface of the brain. 

By contrast, the optoge¬ 
netic stimulation used with 
rats involves implanting fibre 
optics in an animal’s brain to 
excite or inhibit brain cells in 
response to light stimuli. 

Non-invasive brain stimu¬ 
lation techniques such as TMS 
are already used to treat a va¬ 
riety of conditions in humans, 


including depression. 

The same brain region may 
not be involved in addiction to 
all drugs, or in all people, 
Bonci noted. 

Europe readies 
for solar storm 
risks 

BRUSSELS (AFP) - Eu¬ 
rope launched its first 
space weather coordina¬ 
tion centre Wednesday to 
raise the alarm for possi¬ 
ble satellite-sizzling solar 
storms that also threaten 
astronauts in orbit, plane 
passengers and electricity 
grids on Earth. 

Though impossible to 
predict, a worst-case sce¬ 
nario mega-storm can 
happen at any time, leav¬ 
ing the world without In¬ 
ternet, telephones, 

television, electricity and 
air and rail transport for 
days on end. 

Limited precautions can 
be taken, but early warn¬ 
ing is key, say experts at 
the European Space 
Agency (ESA) which runs 
the centre from Brussels. 

Earth's atmosphere and 
magnetosphere protect 
the planet from radiation 
released during solar 
flares and geomagnetic 
storms -- some of the 
most severe forms of 
space weather. 

Smaller eruptions usu¬ 
ally have little noticeable 
effect -- perhaps slight 
problems with car naviga¬ 
tion systems or mobile 
phones.

Oil prices dive on 
lofty US supplies 


NEW YORK (AFP) - Oil 
prices slumped Wednesday 
after new data showed lofty 
supplies of US crude, suggest¬ 
ing weak demand in the 
world's biggest economy. 

US crude benchmark West 
Texas Intermediate for May 
delivery closed at $94.45 a 
barrel, down $2.74, or 2.8 per¬ 
cent. 

European benchmark Brent 
oil for May delivery settled at 
$107.11, down $3.58 a barrel, 
or 3.2 percent. 

The sharp declines came as 
the weekly inventory report 
from the US Energy Informa¬ 
tion Administration showed 
US crude reserves rose 2.7 
million barrels to 388.6 mil¬ 
lion barrels. 

That was far bigger than 
market expectations of a gain 
of 1.5 million barrels, accord¬ 
ing to analysts polled by Dow 
Jones Newswires. 

The report also showed 
only a modest decline of 
600,000 barrels of gasoline 
stocks, slightly more than the 
draw seen by analysts. 

Stephen Schork, an analyst 
with the Schork Group, attrib¬ 
uted the drop in crude oil to a 
retreat in gasoline prices in re¬ 
cent days. 
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The US private sector 
added just 158,000 jobs in 
March, according to payrolls 
firm ADP, well below the esti¬ 
mate of 197,000 seen by ana¬ 
lysts. 

Growth in the US services 
sector also slowed in March, 
according to data from the In¬ 
stitute for Supply Manage¬ 
ment. The ISM said the 
non-manufacturing purchasing 
managers index fell to 54.4 in 
March, down from 56 in Feb¬ 
ruary. 

"The inventory report is 
overlapping with a little bit of 
economic uncertainty" after 
the weak ISM report, said 
Gene McGillian, analyst and 
broker at Tradition Energy. 

Bart Melek, head of com¬ 
modity strategy at TD Securi¬ 
ties, said the oil market was 
also reacting to speculation of 
a possible agreement between 
Western powers and Iran over 
Iran's nuclear program. 

Tensions with Iran have 
boosted oil prices in recent 
months due to concerns over 
Iran's threat to blockade the 
Strait of Hormuz, a critical 
transport waterway for oil. 

US stocks dropped 
Wednesday after weak eco¬ 
nomic indicators halted the 
market's upward momentum 
of recent weeks. 

The Dow Jones Industrial 
Average sank 111.66 (0.76 
percent) to 14,550.35. 

The broad-based S&P 500 
drooped 16.56 (1.05 percent) 
to 1,553.69, while the Nasdaq 
Composite Index gave up 
36.26 (1.11 percent) at 

3,218.60. 

The losses came one day 
after both the Dow and the 
S&P 500 recorded new all- 
time closing records. 


Obama to hand back five percent 
of own salary 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Pres¬ 
ident Barack Obama plans to 
return five percent of his 
$400,000 annual salary to US 
government coffers out of 
sympathy for federal workers 
furloughed as a result of mas¬ 
sive budget cuts. 

"The salary for the Presi¬ 
dent, as with members of Con¬ 
gress, is set by law and cannot 
be changed," a White House 
official said Wednesday on 
condition of anonymity. 

"However, the President has 


decided that to share in the sac¬ 
rifice being made by public 
servants across the federal 
government that are affected 
by the sequester, he will con¬ 
tribute a portion of his salary 
back to the Treasury." 

Obama will cut checks 
every month to account for the 
impact of the budget cuts, 
known as the sequester, which 
came into force on March 1. 

The White House has 
warned that thousands of fed¬ 
eral government workers could 


be furloughed, see salaries hit 
or even be laid off because of 
arbitrary budget cuts of $85 
billion. 

The measure came into 
force because Obama and Re¬ 
publican lawmakers were un¬ 
able to agree a deal on cutting 
the US budget deficit. 

Obama is said to have cho¬ 
sen the five percent figure as it 
is equal to the cut being in¬ 
flicted on non-exempt, non¬ 
discretionary government 
spending. 


Ex-Goldman trader charged In $8 
billion rogue trade 


NEW YORK (AFP) - A for¬ 
mer trader at Goldman Sachs 
pleaded guilty Wednesday to 
fraud linked to a scheme to 
hide an unauthorized $8-bil- 
lion futures bet he made at the 
US banking giant. 

Matthew Marshall Taylor 
surrendered to the Federal Bu¬ 
reau of Investigation early in 
the day, then entered his guilty 
plea in Manhattan federal 
court. He could face a maxi¬ 
mum penalty of 20 years in 
prison, but prosecutors recom¬ 
mended a much lighter 33 to 


41 months as a result of the 
plea deal. 

The trader was on Goldman 
Sachs Capital Structure Fran¬ 
chise Trading desk in New 
York with a salary of $150,000 
and expecting a bonus of $1.6 
million in 2007, the year that 
he turned rogue, prosecutors 
say. 

In November 2007, after he 
lost a "significant portion" of 
profits he'd earned in his ac¬ 
count that year, Taylor was 
told by superiors to scale back 
his risk-taking and informed 


his bonus would be cut back. 

It was then that he em¬ 
barked on an unauthorized 
trading spree in S&P 500 E- 
mini futures that racked up an 
$8.3 billion position — not only 
exceeding his own risk limits, 
but the limits for all the other 
traders on his desk, prosecu¬ 
tors said in the criminal infor¬ 
mation. 

He then tried to cover up his 
trades with false records "to 
conceal and understate the true 
size" of his position, the crim¬ 
inal information said. 


France's Hollande under fire in 
ex-minister tax scandal 


PARIS (AFP) - French Presi¬ 
dent Francois Hollande was 
forced to defend himself 
Wednesday as critics ques¬ 
tioned how much he knew 
about a secret foreign bank ac¬ 
count that belonged to an ex- 
minister facing tax fraud 
charges. 

Jerome Cahuzac — the min¬ 
ister responsible for cracking 
down on tax evasion until he 
resigned two weeks ago — was 
charged on Tuesday with 
"laundering the proceeds of tax 
fraud" after he admitted to 
having a foreign bank account 
containing some 600,000 


euros ($770,000), following 
weeks of denials. 

Hollande appeared on na¬ 
tional television Wednesday to 
address the scandal, vowing a 
new law within weeks on the 
"publication and control" of 
the wealth of ministers and 
parliamentarians. 

He said he knew nothing of 
the foreign account and that 
Cahuzac "did not benefit from 
any protection" from the gov¬ 
ernment. 

The president had been 
quick to condemn Cahuzac's 
actions, but critics have 
pounced on the scandal, saying 


top officials must have been ei¬ 
ther lying to protect the ex- 
minister or naive enough to 
believe him. 

The head of the main oppo¬ 
sition right-wing UMP party, 
Jean-Francois Cope, de¬ 
manded Hollande explain the 
scandal to the French public. 

Marine Le Pen, the leader of 
the far-right National Front, 
said the entire government 
should resign and new parlia¬ 
mentary elections held. 

If convicted, Cahuzac faces 
up to five years in prison and a 
potential fine of up to 375,000 
euros.

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Mobile phone turns 40, with little 
fanfare 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
mobile phone turned 40 on 
Wednesday, with no fanfare to 
mark the occasion in a market 
which seemed focused on new 
smartphones like the iPhone 
and a possible Facebook- 
themed device. 

The first mobile call was 
placed April 3, 1973, by Mo¬ 
torola engineer Martin Cooper, 
head of a team working on mo¬ 
bile communication technolo¬ 
gies. 

Cooper made the call on 
Sixth Avenue in New York, be¬ 
fore going into a press confer¬ 
ence using a Motorola 
DynaTAC — a device that 
weighed one kilogram, (2.2 
pounds) and had a battery life 


of 20 minutes, according to 
Motorola. 

Cooper told the technology 
website The Verge last year 
that he placed the first call to a 
rival, Joel Engler of Bell Labs. 

"To this day, he resents what 
Motorola did in those days," 


Cooper said. 

"They thought that we were 
a gnat, an obstacle... we be¬ 
lieved in competition and lots 
of players. And we also be¬ 
lieved — our religion was 
portables, because people are 
mobile. And here they were 
trying to make a car telephone 
and a monopoly on top of that. 
So that battle was the reason 
that we built that phone." 

Cooper and his team were 
honored earlier this year with 
the Draper Prize by the Na¬ 
tional Academy of Engineer¬ 
ing for their work. 

In 40 years, the industry has 
come a long way. Research 
firm IDC predicts 900 million 
smartphones will be sold in 
2013 — along with roughly the 
same number of more basic 
feature phones. 

And the phone has become 
a key advertising platform — 
eMarketer said US mobile ad¬ 
vertising spending grew 178 
percent last year to $4.11 bil¬ 
lion, and spending is expected 
to rise a further 77.3 percent to 
$7.29 billion in 2013.

Wozniacki, who won here 
two years ago, only entered the 
tournament on the weekend 
after she and golfer boyfriend 
Rory Mcllroy postponed a trip 
to Haiti. 

Stosur won here in 2010 
while Wozniacki claimed the 
title in 2011. 

"I felt like I really served 
well and returned well today," 
Wozniacki said. "I'm pleased 
with that." 

Meanwhile, American qual¬ 


ifier Mallory Burdette sur¬ 
prised 15th-seeded 2009 
champion Sabine Lisicki 3-6, 
7-6 (7-5), 7-5 in their second 
round match. 

Burdette advances to the 
third round where she will face 
world number one and reign¬ 
ing Charleston champ Serena 
Williams. 

Also, No. 10 Julia Goerges 
of Germany held off Belaru¬ 
sian Olga Govortsova 6-2, 0-6, 
6-3 and Canadian qualifier Eu¬ 
genie Bouchard defeated No. 
16 Brit Laura Robson 6-4, 3-6, 
6-1. Bouchard will square off 
against Stosur next. 

American Madison Keys 
eased into the round of 16 with 
a 6-4, 6-3 victory over quali¬ 
fier compatriot Grace Min. 

Keys will battle wild card 
Bethanie Mattek-Sands on 
Thursday. 

Taking the court later on 
Wednesday is fifth seeded 
Venus Williams, who squares 
off against Monica Puig. 



MANILA (AFP) - Philippine boxing hero Manny Pacquiao 
plans to fight again in September, with the bout likely to 
be staged outside the United States to avoid high taxes, 
his spokeswoman said yesterday. Negotiations are on¬ 
going fora rematch with Mexican Juan Manuel Marquez, 
who knocked Pacquiao out in his last fight in December, 
although the opponent and the venue are yet to be fi¬ 
nalised, Rose Tamayo told AFP. Pacquiao, 34, is running 
for re-election as a congressman in next month's Philip¬ 
pine mid-term elections, and he is currently on the cam¬ 
paign trail. Pacquiao has won an unprecedented eight 
world titles in different weight divisions, and was until 
recently regarded by many as the best pound-for-pound 
boxer. But Pacquiao lost his World Boxing Organization 
welterweight crown in June last year in a controversial 
points decision to US fighter Timothy Bradley, then suf¬ 
fered his shock knockout defeat to Marquez.

LOS ANGELES (AFP) - 
Kobe Bryant’s 19th career 
triple-double lifted the Los 
Angeles Lakers to a 101-81 
triumph over the Dallas Mav- 
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ericks on Tuesday in a duel 
between teams fighting for a 
Western Conference playoff 
spot. 

On a night when the Lakers 
honored former center 
Shaquille O'Neal by retiring 
his jersey No. 34 in an ex¬ 
tended halftime ceremony, 
Bryant and his current team¬ 
mates showed their minds 
were firmly fixed on the future 
and not the past. 

Bryant scored 23 points 
with 11 rebounds and 11 as¬ 
sists. Big man Dwight 
Howard scored a game-high 
24 points and also grabbed 12 
rebounds and Earl Clark con¬ 
tributed a double-double off 


the bench of 17 points and 12 
rebounds. 

Pau Gasol added 14 points, 
10 rebounds and six assists 
and Steve Blake chipped in 11 
points as the Lakers pulled 
level with the Utah Jazz for the 
eighth and final spot in the 
West — although Utah own the 
tiebreaker between the two 
clubs. 

The Mavericks were led by 
Chris Kaman, who scored 14 
points before fouling out. 

O.J. Mayo scored 12 points 
and Dirk Nowitzki, Darren 
Collison and Vince Carter 
scored 11 each. 

The Lakers led by as many 
as 16 in the first half, and took 
a 55-40 lead into the interval. 

After a halftime break pro¬ 
longed for the tribute to 
O'Neal, the Lakers came out 
flat and Dallas closed the gap 
to 63-58 with three minutes 
left in the third quarter. 

However, Clark and 
Antawn Jamison combined to 
score nine straight points to 
help the Lakers finish the 
quarter strongly and take a 72- 
61 lead into the fourth. 

With just over four minutes 
to play the Mavericks trailed 
by seven, but the Lakers inex¬ 
orably pulled away. 


PISCATAWAY, N.J.- Rice was 
ousted Wednesday, a day after 
the public got its first look at 
excerpts of video showing 
Rice yelling gay slurs, kicking 
and shoving players and 
throwing basketballs at them 
during practices. The aggres¬ 
sive behavior was seen as es¬ 
pecially flagrant at a university 
that has struggled in recent 
years with the role of its ath¬ 
letic program and how gay stu¬ 
dents are treated on campus. 

Troubles with Rice first be¬ 
came public late last year 
when he was suspended for 
three games, fined and ordered 
to anger management counsel¬ 
ing after the video was pro¬ 
vided to university officials. 

Students and New Jersey 
officials praised Wednesday’s 
firing of Rutgers men’s basket¬ 
ball coach Mike Rice, but said 


that they want more answers 
about why it wasn’t done 
sooner. 

"I want to know why he 
(athletic director Tim Pemett) 
didn’t take any action sooner," 
said Jimmy Nguyen, a 22- 
year-old senior. "Why did he 
wait this long?" 

Speaking with reporters 
outside his home in Little Sil¬ 
ver, Rice apologized for his ac¬ 
tions. 

"It’s troubling, but at some 
time maybe I’ll try to explain 
it," he said. "But right now 
there’s no explanation for 
what’s on those films. There is 
no excuse for it. I was wrong. 
I want to tell everybody who’s 
believed in me that I’m deeply 
sorry for the pain and hardship 
that I’ve caused." 

Gov. Chris Christie called it 
"a regrettable episode for the 
university."
